Boston  provides  an  ex- 
citing escape  for  Lasell 
students  and  a  refresh- 
ing change  from  aca- 
demic routine. 

Perhaps  the  desire  to 
leave  Lasell  campus  in 
search  elsewhere  for  so- 
cial opportunities  is  a 
disadvantage  to  Lasell. 
Yet  Lasells'  location  is 
exceptionally  beneficial 
to  student  life. 


On  campus,  students  took  advantage 
of  the  activities  that  brought  them 
closer  to  the  college  and  to  their 
friends.  This  opportunity  for  close 
friendships  at  Lasell  is  one  great  ad- 
vantage. An  all  girls  school  diminishes 
competition  between  students  and 
provides  an  opportunity  to  gain 
friendships  that  will  last. 

Relationships  gained  at  Lasell  exist 


as  well  between  students  and  teach- 
ers. Respect  and  friendship  between 
Lasell  administration,  faculty  and  stu- 
dents was  prevelent.  This  enhanced 
academic  interest  and  influenced 
learning  beneficially.  These  and  many 
other  aspects  of  Lasell  were  responsi- 
ble for  a  fullfilling,  successful  and  en- 
joyable two  years  of  college.

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Student  Government 


The  student  government  exists  to 
provide  and  arrange  activities  troin 
academics  to  student  life.  Although 
attempts  to  achieve  these  goals  were 
made,  the  problem  lies  with  the  lack 
of  interest  and  communication  from 
the  student  body.  Due  to  the  apathe- 
tic attitude  of  the  students  many  ac- 
tivities were  forced  to  be  cancelled. 
What  do  Lasell  students  want?  Lack 
of  representation  has  hindered  many 
of  the  efforts  of  student  government 
members. 

Certain  proposals  were  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  faculty  and  stu- 
dents which  were  passed.  For  exam- 
ple, the  raising  of  the  dean's  list  re- 
quirements from  3.0  to  3.3  and  3.7 
for  High  Honors,  to  meet  the  stan- 
dards of  other  colleges.  No  interest  or 
communication  from  students  re- 
sulted in  few  accomplishments  to- 
wards student  wishes.  This  was  not 
the  fault  of  student  government  but 
due  to  poor  representation. 

Yet  social  events  during  second 
semester  seemed  to  reflect  the  desires 
of  the  students,  which  improved  par- 
ticipation in  some  activities. 

Beyond  an  overall  disinterested 
student  body,  a  few  students  involved 
themselves  in  producing  a  more  ac- 
tive student  government;  opening 
channels  of  communication  among 
trustees,  faculty  and  students,  result- 
ing in  changes  beneficial  to  life  at 
Lasell.

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The  International  Club  is  com- 
posed of  members  from  the  lan- 
guage classes.  In  the  beginning 
of  the  year  there  was  an  all  day 
Activities  Fair,  where  all  of  the 
clubs  on  campus  are  re- 
presented.
